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SUBSIDY PROGRAM AGREEMENT 


This Subsidy Program Agreement (“Agreement”) is made and entered into as of the last 
signature date set forth below, by and between the City of Peoria, IL (“City”) and Ring LLC, a 
Delaware limited liability eompany (“Ring”). City and Ring are sometimes hereinafter 
individually referred to as “Party” and hereinafter eollectively referred to as the “Parties.” 

RECITALS 


WHEREAS, Ring produces security cameras, video doorbells and alarm systems for 
residential use which link smartphone users to their devices. 

WHEREAS, with this teehnology, the homeowner or renter has the eapability to see, hear 
and speak to visitors through their smartphones, tablets or desktops. 

WHEREAS, the City desires to collaborate with Ring to establish a subsidy program 
whereby City residents can purchase Ring’s seeurity cameras, video doorbells and alarm systems 
for use at residences within the City at a discounted price to enhanee seeurity and safety in the 
community. 

WHEREAS, the subsidy program will be operated pursuant to this agreement. 

WHEREAS, the subsidy program will be administered separate and apart from any other 
program or agreement between Ring and the City (or any ageney or subdivision thereof), 
ineluding, without limitation, any law enforeement agency's participation in Ring's Neighbors 
applieation. 

WHEREAS, the City finds that the dedication of public funds under this Agreement will 
serve the safety of City residents, an issue of important publie purpose. 

OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises and covenants made 
by the Parties and contained herein and other consideration, the value and adequacy of 
which are hereby acknowledged, the Parties agree as follows: 


1. Recitals are Part of Agreement. The preceding Recitals are part of this 
Agreement. 

2. Ring Obligations. Ring agrees to do the following in furtherance of this 
Agreement: 

a. Ring will collaborate with the City on the distribution and marketing of 
the Ring Door View Cam, Ring Video Doorbell 2, Ring Video Doorbell 
Pro, Ring Spotlight Cam Wired, Ring Spotlight Cam Battery, Ring 
Floodlight Cam, Ring Alarm, Ring Spotlight Cam Solar, Ring Stick Up 
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Cam Wired and Ring Stick Up Cam Battery (each, a “Product” and 
collectively, the “Products”) to residents of City (“Residents”). 

b. During the Subsidy Period (as defined below), Ring will directly provide 
1,000 unique subsidy codes (“Subsidy Codes”) to Residents with a 
$100.00 discount off the sales price for one (1) of the Products at 
checkout. 

Each Residence is entitled to only one Subsidy Code. Each Subsidy Code 
may only be used once per household. Only codes sent to the resident 
through Ring communications channels will be valid. Subsidy Codes shall 
only be redeemable for Products being sold at full price, and may not be 
redeemed for Products that are on sale or are otherwise being offered at a 
discount. Subsidy Codes may not be combined with any other offer. 

c. Ring will fulfill orders for Products when Residents provide information 
and payment required using the information required for Ring to complete 
delivery of the Product (including name, address, email address, etc.). 
Standard delivery shall be in accordance with Ring’s then-existing 
shipping policies. Ring will use commercially reasonable efforts to ship 
the Products within three (3) business days from date the order was 
placed. 

d. Ring will provide product and user support to Residents who purchase 
Products, including warranty for the security device(s) and, if the resident 
chooses to, the option to hire someone to install the device(s). These 
options will be provided at checkout at the user’s expense. 

e. Ring will provide marketing support and materials for City to distribute to 
Residents, such as brochures and flyers. 

f Ring shall contribute $50.00 of the $100.00 discount specified in section 
2.b above. 

g. Within thirty days after the end of the Subsidy Period, Ring will provide 
the City with an accounting statement (the “Accounting Statement”) 
setting forth the number of Products purchased using the Subsidy Code 
during the Subsidy Period in substantially the form set forth on Exhibit A . 

3. City Obligations. The City agrees to do the following in furtherance of this 

Agreement: 

a. Within forty-five (45) days of its receipt of the Accounting Statement 
from Ring, City shall pay Ring an amount equal to $50.00 of the $100.00 
discoimt specified in section 2.b above for the first Product sold to each 
Resident household during the Subsidy Period using a Subsidy Code. No 
other Product is eligible for a City contribution. The maximum 
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contribution payable by the City to Ring under this Agreement shall not 
exceed $50,000 (the “Maximum Contribution”). 

b. During the Subsidy Period, the City agrees to make reasonable efforts to 
promote the program provided in this Agreement on the City’s website, 
social media platforms, such as Facebook and Twitter; issue press 
release(s), and/or have brochures and flyers available at City Hall for the 
public. The Parties shall agree to a joint press release to be mutually 
agreed upon by the Parties. The City agrees it shall not issue any press 
release related to the program without Ring’s prior written consent. All 
press releases issued by the City shall be made available to the public on 
the City’s website, social media platform, or other platform as approved 
by Ring. 

c. Ring shall be responsible for verifying the residency and eligibility of 
Residents. Notwithstanding the foregoing, in no event shall the City 
impose any requirements or restrictions on any Resident’s use of the 
Products (e.g.. City shall not require Residents provide recordings 
captured by the Products to the City or any agency or subdivision thereof, 
including local law enforcement or participate in a camera registration or 
similar program), whether as part of a Resident’s eligibility or otherwise. 

4. Subsidy Period. The “Subsidy Period” shall commence on a date mutually 
agreed by the Parties and shall expire upon the earlier of the following: 

a. Forty-five (45) days after the commencement of the Subsidy Period; or 

b. The Maximum Contribution has been reached. 

5. Termination. Each of the City and Ring reserves the right to terminate this 
Agreement at any time, with or without cause, upon thirty (30) days’ written 
notice to the other party, exeept that where termination is due to the fault of the 
non-terminating party, the period of notice may be such shorter time as may be 
determined by the terminating party. 

6. This section left intentionally blank. 

7. Limitation of Liability. In no event will (a) either Party be liable for any loss of 
data, loss of profits, cost of cover or other special, incidental, consequential, 
indirect, punitive, exemplary or reliance damages arising from or in relation to 
this Agreement, however caused and regardless of theory of liability and (b) 
either Party's aggregate liability for damages or indemnification under this 
Agreement exceed the Contribution Cap. 

8. Independent Contractor. Neither the City nor any of its employees shall have 
any control over the manner, mode or means by which Ring, its agents or 
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employees, perform the services required herein, except as otherwise set forth 
herein. City shall have no voice in the selection, discharge, supervision or control 
of Ring’s employees, servants, representatives or agents, or in fixing their 
number, compensation or hours of service. Ring shall perform all services 
required herein as an independent contractor of City and shall remain at all times 
as to City a wholly independent contractor with only such obligations as are 
consistent with that role. Ring shall not at any time or in any marmer represent 
that it or any of its agents or employees are agents or employees of City. City 
shall not in any way or for any purpose become or be deemed to be a partner of 
Ring in its business or otherwise or a joint venturer or a member of any joint 
enterprise with Ring. 

9. Governing Law. This Agreement shall be interpreted, construed and governed 
both as to validity and to performance of the parties in accordance with the laws 
of the State of California. Legal actions concerning any dispute, claim or matter 
arising out of or in relation to this Agreement shall be instituted in the Superior 
Court of the County of Los Angeles, State of California, or in a U.S. District 
Court, venue shall lie exclusively in the Central District of California, in the 
County of Los Angeles, State of California. 

10. Notices. Any notice, demand, request, document, consent, approval, or 
communication either party desires or is required to give to the other party or any 
other person shall be in writing and sent by email, in the case of the City, to the 
Assistant City Manager, Deborah Roethler at Droethler@,r)eoriagov.org and 
Corporation Counsel, Donald Leist at Dleist@,peoriagov.org and in the case of 
Ring, to August Cziment at a@,ring.com and legal@ring.com . Either party may 
change its email address by notifying the other party of such change. 

11. Counterparts. This Agreement may be executed in counterparts, each of which 
shall be deemed to be an original, and such counterparts shall constitute one and 
the same instrument. 

12. Integration; Amendment. This Agreement is the entire, complete and exclusive 
expression of the understanding of the Parties. It is understood that there are no 
oral agreements between the Parties hereto affecting this Agreement and this 
Agreement supersedes and cancels any and all previous negotiations, 
arrangements, agreements and understandings, if any, between the Parties, and 
none shall be used to interpret this Agreement. No amendment to or modification 
of this Agreement shall be valid unless made in writing and approved by Ring and 
by the City. The parties agree that this requirement for written modifications 
cannot be waived and that any attempted waiver shall be void. 

13. Assignment. City will not assign this Agreement, in whole or in part, without 
Ring’s prior written consent. Any attempt to assign in violation of this section is 
void in each instance. Ring may assign this Agreement (or any of its rights and 
obligations under this Agreement): (a) to any of its affiliates; or (b) in connection 
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with any merger, consolidation, reorganization, sale of all or substantially all of 
its assets or any similar transaction. All the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement will be binding upon, will inure to the benefit of, and will be 
enforceable by the Parties and their respective successors and permitted assigns. 

14. Severability. In the event that any one or more of the phrases, sentences, clauses, 
paragraphs, or sections contained in this Agreement shall be declared invalid or 
unenforceable by a valid judgment or decree of a court of competent jurisdiction, 
such invalidity or unenforceability shall not affect any of the remaining phrases, 
sentences, clauses, paragraphs, or sections of this Agreement which are hereby 
declared as severable and shall be interpreted to carry out the intent of the parties 
hereunder unless the invalid provision is so material that its invalidity deprives 
either party of the basic benefit of their bargain or renders this Agreement 
meaningless. 

15. Corporate Authority. The persons executing this Agreement on behalf of the 
parties hereto warrant that (i) such party is duly organized and existing, (ii) they 
are duly authorized to execute and deliver this Agreement on behalf of said party, 
(iii) by so executing this Agreement, such party is formally bound to the 
provisions of this Agreement, and (iv) that entering into this Agreement does not 
violate any provision of any other Agreement to which said party is bound. This 
Agreement shall be binding upon the heirs, executors, administrators, successors 
and assigns of the parties.

B) A SOLE SOURCE CONTRACT with RING to Subsidize the Discount on the Purchase of RING 
Security Equipment, with a 50/50 Contribution from RING and the City of Peoria in an Amount Up to 
$50,000.00 Each. 

BACKGROUND: Ring, LLC is an internet-connected security company that provides equipment such as 
video doorbells, security cameras, and alarm systems that link to owner’s smartphone and other devices. This 
equipment enables the owner to see, hear, and speak with visitors from remote locations. This collaboration 
will enable residents to procure RING equipment at a discounted rate and enhance the security and safety of 
the community. Ring will match a $50 CITY OF PEORIA contribution per household to the subsidy, which will 
generate a discount of $100 on the sale of 1,000 package or individual equipment purchases - limit one to 
household. 

The City is currently still in negotiations with RING with primary challenges around the City obligation to 
validate residency and the ability to audit RING’S invoice at the end of the program.

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SUBSIDY PROGRAM AGREEMENT 


This Subsidy Program Agreement (“Agreement”) is made and entered into as of the last 
signature date set forth below, by and between the City of Peoria, IL (“City”) and Ring LLC, a 
Delaware limited liability company (“Ring”). City and Ring are sometimes hereinafter 
individually referred to as “Party” and hereinafter collectively referred to as the “Parties.” 

RECITALS 


WHEREAS, Ring produces security cameras, video doorbells and alarm systems for 
residential use which link smartphone users to their devices. 

WHEREAS, with this technology, the homeowner or renter has the capability to see, hear 
and speak to visitors through their smartphones, tablets or desktops. 

WHEREAS, the City desires to collaborate with Ring to establish a subsidy program 
whereby City residents can purchase Ring’s security cameras, video doorbells and alarm systems 
for use at residences within the City at a discounted price to enhance security and safety in the 
community. 

WHEREAS, the subsidy program will be operated pursuant to this agreement. 

WHEREAS, the subsidy program will be administered separate and apart from any other 
program or agreement between Ring and the City (or any agency or subdivision thereof), 
including, without limitation, any law enforcement agency's participation in Ring's Neighbors 
application. 

WHEREAS, the City finds that the dedication of public funds under this Agreement will 
serve the safety of City residents, an issue of important public purpose. 

OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual promises and covenants made 
by the Parties and contained herein and other consideration, the value and adequacy of 
which are hereby acknowledged, the Parties agree as follows: 


1. Recitals are Part of Agreement. The preceding Recitals are part of this Agreement. 

2. Ring Obligations. Ring agrees to do the following in furtherance of this

c. Ring will fulfill orders for Products when Residents provide information 
and payment required using the information required for Ring to complete 
delivery of the Product (including name, address, email address, etc.). 
Standard delivery shall be in accordance with Ring’s then-existing shipping 
policies. Ring will use commercially reasonable efforts to ship the Products 
within three (3) business days fi-om date the order was placed. 

d. Ring will provide product and user support to Residents who purchase 
Products, including warranty for the security device(s) and, if the resident 
chooses to, the option to hire someone to install the device(s). These options 
will be provided at checkout at the user’s expense. 

e. Ring will provide marketing support and materials for City to distribute to 
Residents, such as brochures and flyers. 

f. Ring shall contribute $50.00 of the $100.00 discount specified in section 
2.b above. 

g. Within thirty days after the end of the Subsidy Period, Ring will provide the 
City with an accounting statement (the “Accounting Statement”) setting 
forth the number of Products purchased using the Subsidy Code during the 
Subsidy Period and such other information reasonably requested by City to 
enable the Parties to determine the City’s required City contribution 
amount, as specified in Section 3.a below. 

3. City Obligations. The City agrees to do the following in furtherance of this

a. Within forty-five (45) days of its receipt of the Accounting Statement from 
Ring, City shall pay Ring an amount equal to $50.00 of the $ 100.00 discount 
specified in section 2.b above for the first Product sold to each Resident 
household during the Subsidy Period using a Subsidy Code. No other 
Product is eligible for a City contribution. The maximum contribution

She said if crime were to occur in a 
certain area. Police could check the registry for possible video footage from people who had 
video doorbells.

Council Member Akeson wanted to bring attention to website www.aDDreciatepeoria.com. noting 
that on the home page there was an announcement to commend people that took the initiative 
to shovel their sidewalks.

He said the City needed to determine 
whether TIF Funds could be utilized for cameras in certain parts of the City. He said the City 
should also look at the possibility of drafting an Ordinance that would address cameras for 
multifamily housing. He also commented on the need for city-owned or public-owned video 
cameras in public areas with a possible implementation schedule over the next five years. 

2019 Sculpture Walk 

Council Member Jensen announced there would be a sculpture walk this weekend, Saturday, 
May 18, 2019, beginning at 10:00 A.M. at the Peoria Riverfront Museum, and she encouraged 
everyone to attend. 

CITIZENS' OPPORTUNITY TO ADDRESS THE CITY COUNCIUTOWN BOARD 


Hearing no objection, Mayor granted Privilege of the Floor to those citizens who wished to 
address the City Council. 

Terry Burnside , owner of Burnside Brothers, said he was notified by the Assistant Director of 
Community Development that along with Item Nos. 19-104, 19-105 and 19-107 previously 
discussed. Item No. 19-109 involving contracts with Burnside Brothers and Jimax Landscaping 
for the 2019 Weed and Litter Contract would be reconsidered as well, noting there was a 
potential conflict of interest. He requested a status of the item. 

Mayor Ardis said City Manager Urich would meet with Mr. Burnside immediately after the 
meeting to discuss the matter. 


JUNE 11. 2019 
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Lot Access off Peoria Street is Withdrawn 

Council Member Riggenbach announced that Jeff Kolbus of ReMax Realty had withdrawn his 
request for lot access off Peoria Street. He said Mr. Kolbus held a public meeting and heard the 
concerns of the neighborhood and since had withdrawn his request. He expressed his 
appreciation to Mr. Kolbus for listening to the neighborhood. 

East Bluff Special Service Area 

Council Member Riggenbach said it was time to begin the process for a new Special Service 
Area in the East Bluff. He said the East Bluff Neighborhood Housing Service SSA would be 
expiring at the end of 2019 and had already had the two additional extensions that were 
provided for in the Ordinance. He said there was still a strong desire to have an SSA in that 
area. He remarked on the need to start the process in order to implement another SSA. 

Fireworks Regulation 

At the request of Council Member Riggenbach, Chief Marion provided an overview on the 
process initiated to regulate illegal fireworks during the Fourth of July. He remarked on the 
importance of educating the public, which began May 31, 2019, through social media and press 
releases. He said examples of illegal fireworks were posted on the Police Department’s 
Facebook Page. He said door hangers would be placed on houses and that the maximum 
number of Police Officers would be working on the Fourth of July. He said two school Resource 
Officers had been assigned to the Neighborhood Services Unit to address calls received. He 
said there would be a strong enforcement action. 

RING Security Doorbells 

Council Member Montelongo said Police Chief Marion had previously brought fonward a 
Memorandum of Understanding with RING, a security system for homes. He said he recently 
followed up with RING to bring forward a new proposal wherein the system would be sold to 
Peoria residents at a significant discount. 

CitvLink Study and Analysis 

Council Member Jensen said CityLink was in the process of doing a study and analysis of their 
service. She said there would be public meetings seeking public input at the following times: 

• Wednesday, June 12, 2019, 9:30 A.M. to 11:30 A.M. at the Fondulac Library in East 
Peoria 

• Wednesday, June 12, 2019, 1:00 P.M. to 3:00 P.M. at the Downtown Peoria Public

Library 

Cannabis Bill 

Council Member Ali said, in light of the recent passing of the Cannabis Bill that made marijuana 
legal in the State of Illinois, it was important for the City to be proactive and not reactive with 
regards to that new law. She said there needed to be a plan in terms of compliance, law 
enforcement and economic opportunity. 

City Manager Urich said Staff was researching the law to see what options were available for 
the City and potential implications for law enforcement and economic development. He said 
Staff would provide the Council with an update in the next month. 
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Mayor Ardis granted Privilege of the Floor to Don Forrest of Farnsworth Group. 

Don Forrest. Business Development Manager at Farnsworth Group, spoke of the staff at 
Farnsworth Group living in central Illinois and being educated in central Illinois. He agreed that 
minorities were hard to find in the architectural field. He said 30% of Farnsworth Group’s staff 
was either minority or female. He said the staff selected to work on the project were selected 
due to their knowledge of the community. He said they would know many of the non-for-profits 
and citizens in the community due to their previous work. 

Council Member Grayeb spoke of his appreciation of IDG Architects, Inc.’s goal to excite young 
kids in the community with their backgrounds and interests in architecture. 

Council Member AN expressed her appreciation for both local firms. She applauded IDG 
Architects, Inc. for opening an office in Peoria. She said the City often doesn’t have the 
uniqueness of an African American owned architecture firm and acknowledged the rareness of 
African Americans in the field. She said the decision to select IDG Architects, Inc. was easy for 
her and she encouraged fellow Council Members to select IDG Architects, Inc. also. 

In response to Council Member Cyr, Aaron Gunn explained that he had been in Peoria for over 
fifteen years and that he was sought out by IDG Architects, Inc. to get the Peoria office off the 
ground. He said the owner of IDG Architects, Inc., based out of Houston, Texas, decided to 
invest in the City of Peoria. He said the office had been open since June, 2018. He said that he 
believed exposing African American children to professional services would have a significant 
impact on their outlook on life. 

Motion to award a contract for architectural services related to neighborhood planning, 
surveys, community engagement, and other services to IDG Architects, Inc. was 
approved by roll call vote.

(19-236) Communication from Councilman Montelongo with a Request to APPROVE 
the Following: 

A) ADOPT an ORDINANCE Amending the CITY OF PEORIA 2019 REVISED 
ANNUAL BUDGET Relating to the Use of the General Fund Balance to 
Provide Funding to Subsidize the Discount on the Purchase of RING 
SECURITY EQUIPMENT in the Amount of $50,000.00; 

B) A SOLE SOURCE CONTRACT with RING to Subsidize the Discount on 
the Purchase of RING Security Equipment, with a 50/50 Contribution 
from RING and the City of Peoria in an Amount Up to $50,000.00 Each. 

Council Member Montelongo said the proposal was for the City of Peoria to participate in a 
subsidy program with RING for the residents in the City of Peoria. He said RING sold an 
electronic security doorbell that was equipped with a video camera and he said it operated when 
somebody rang the doorbell or when there was motion in the front yard. He said the video data 
could then be retrieved at a later date. He said the resident would be able to converse with the 
person ringing the doorbell from their smart phone, no matter where they were. He said the 
doorbell would also be equipped with an app called Neighbors that would allow citizens to share 
videos or information with their neighbors and he said it gave citizens up-to-date crime updates. 
He said this subsidy would allow citizens of the City of Peoria to purchase a RING system of 
$200, for about $100 after the City of Peoria and RING contributed $50 each. He said video 
storage would cost the resident $3/month or $30 for the year. He said RING would come to 
Peoria for a one-day event and he said residents would have to attend the event with several 
forms of I.D. to show residency in the City of Peoria. He said the citizens could also register the 
camera with the City of Peoria at that time, but that it wouldn’t be required. He reiterated that if 
a camera was registered with the City of Peoria, the City would still not have access to the 
video, unless permission was given. He explained that burglary and residential break-ins were 
a community worry and from January 1, 2019, to June 30, 2019, there were 732 of these types 
of burglaries or attempts in the City of Peoria. 

Council Member Montelongo moved to adopt an Ordinance amending the City of Peoria 2019 
Revised Annual Budget relating to the use of the general fund balance to provide funding to 
subsidize the discount on the purchase of RING security equipment in the amount of 
$50,000.00; seconded by Council Member Ruckriegel. 

In response to Council Member Moore, Council Member Montelongo said that the equipment 
ranged from $189-$200 and that the product was self-installed. 

Council Member Moore expressed her concerns on the wording of the agreement regarding 
citizens permission for the City to have access to the videos. Senior Attorney Chrissie Peterson 
explained that the Police Department did have a separate agreement with RING for them to 
access what the citizens shared in the neighborhood app but felt, in this contract, the City could 
not have immediate access to the video footage unless the citizen was willing to provide that 
footage. 

Discussion was held about various contract concerns.

Council Member Moore expressed her concern on the equality of a one-day event and 
suggested that the $50,000 be broken up by district. Mayor Ardis said he would be surprised to 
see the $50,000 expended in one day and he suggested making sure the one-day event was 
well publicized. Council Member Moore said she would like more information regarding the 
one-day event before she could support the item. 

Council Member Ali said she supported the item and supported the idea of having more 
cameras throughout the neighborhoods. She expressed a concern on the sole-source aspect 
and suggested there were other products offering similar services. She said she felt there were 
some pros and cons regarding this product. She said she supported having a multi-day event. 

Council Member Cyr said he supported the project and said he agreed that it would be nice to 
have a five-day event or at least have five locations during the one-day event. 

Discussion was held regarding what could be done if the full $50,000.00 wasn’t spent and 
whether other companies could have access to the funds for other programs. Council Member 
Moore suggested an amendment that would allow any remaining money, from the $50,000.00 
contributed by the City, to be made available to the citizens for other services. Council Member 
Montelongo suggested, due to this being a pilot program, waiting to see how the program with 
RING worked and suggested that if the program was successful, other programs could be 
reviewed at another time. 

Council Member Ruckriegel expressed his support for the item and thanked Council Member 
Montelongo for his efforts. He said the $50,000.00 the City was contributing was being 
leveraged to a $100,000.00 to benefit the citizens. 

Council Member Ali spoke of her support of the language requiring citizen permission for the 
City to view or obtain video footage from the security equipment. She asked if there was a 
crime and somebody had a video that may help, would there be a way for the City to obtain that 
video. Senior Attorney Peterson said the City could seek a warrant for the video. 

ORDINANCE NO. 17,701 amending the City of Peoria 2019 Revised Annual Budget 
relating to the use of the general fund balance to provide funding to subsidize the 
discount on the purchase of RING security equipment in the amount of $50,000.00 was 
adopted by roll call vote.

Mayor Ardis spoke on the concerns expressed on the floor and requested that the date and 
location for this event be advertised well to increase the opportunity for success. He thanked 
Council Member Montelongo for his work on the project. 

In response to Council Member Ruckriegel, Council Member Montelongo said homeowners and 
renters could participate and said businesses were excluded at this time. 

In response to Council Member Moore, Assistant City Manager Roethler said RING suggested 
that the event be held in connection with another community event to get strong attendance. 
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She suggested more discussion between departments to get event ideas and also more 
discussion with RING on the possibility of multi-day events. She said RING partnered with the 
City to assist in promotion and she said there were guidelines in the contract for promotion. 

Motion to approve a sole source contract with RING to subsidize the discount on the 
purchase of RING security equipment, with a 50/50 contribution from RING and the City 
of Peoria in an amount up to $50,000.00 each was approved by roll call vote.

Council Member Riggenbach wanted to bring awareness to Mission Peoria 2019. He said he 
was spending the week with 300 students who would be doing projects throughout the City. He 
recognized the young people for stepping up to the plate and he said he wanted to recognize 
these young people and the efforts they were doing. 

First District Events 

Council Member Moore wanted to note events happening in the First District including the 
Hispanic festival. Fiesta en el Rio, on Saturday, July 27, 2019, at the Riverfront. She said there 
would also be a Ride for a Safer Tomorrow event held by Shaun Livingston and she said that 
would start at the Remain Arts and Culture Center, 919 N.E. Jefferson, Peoria, IL. She said 
Carl Holloway was having an event at Glen Oak Park to engage the youth to show support of 
things they are involved with. She encouraged everyone to visit Enjoy Peoria 
www.peoria.ora/events and also the Peoria Park District www.peoriaparks.ora to find 
information on events in the community. 

Retail Chains 

Council Member Jensen spoke of her concern regarding national retail chains closing around 
the country and she asked what the City’s plan was for outreach with the local chains to ensure 
they would remain in Peoria. She said she would like to see the City put forth whatever efforts 
they could to keep retail in the City. She asked for a report back on the plan. 

Non-Owner Occupied Property 

Council Member Jensen said she had attended meetings regarding non-owner occupied 
property and that an issue existed regarding when the property owners were required to 
register. She suggested changing the process to require registration of the property at time of 
closing and requested that this issue be brought back to the Council. 

Midstate College 

Council Member Ali said she wanted to recognize Midstate College for being in the area for over 
130 years and she said she was disheartened to learn they were closing their doors. She 
requested they be recognized with a proclamation or acknowledgment. She said they have had 
great leadership over the years and she expressed her appreciation for Midstate College.
